' ered  or  called  at'iidcr.  For  a'thoiigh 
jl  had  the  liberty  to  bf:r  the  hor:c  for 
jthedebt,  I had  no  lethal  right  to  Under 
him.  An  o^er  is  based  upon  riv-.i  liber- 
i.'y,  and  a .'r.’:c.Vr  upon  a legal  right.  1 
jhavc  extended  the  subject  to  shew  that 
jinstcad  of  the  imprcipriety  of  a propci  ty 
law  as  unconstitutio'.ial  in  any  shape,  it 
'is  liDcoiistitutional  in  no  simpe. — And 
'that  the  legiilature  is  not  restricted  ei- 
jtlicr  I'.y  the  constitutijn  or  the  nicest 
' principles  of  justice,  to  pass  a law  mak- 
ing pgopcriy  a tender  in  payment  of 
idebu  under  existing  circumstances. 

, And  every  humane,  tender-hearted, 
jpolitic  creditor  who  possesses  forecast, 
, ind  not  wishing  to  attend  the  sales  of 
propfi'ty  of  the  indebted,  to  get  it  at  low 
land  i.nadequa;e  price:,  aiH  be  in  favoi 
■of such  a law.  Because  preperty  un- 
.der  the  present  existing  laws  and  cir- 
cumstances, AVill  sell  so  low  at  ofScers’ 
■ sales,  that  it  will  break  i:p  the  debtors 
jand  rot  s-atisfy  the  creditors.  Artd  it 
' great  deal  of  the  [lurthase  rionCy  v.  ill 
'D;' in  bills  Avhich  will  fall  dead  on  thei; 
Iposscssors.— Hence,  no  one  will  be  on 
the  advaiitageous  or  safe  side  of  the 
'hedge  but  share’uoldcrj  in  banks  and 
tluir  officers,  favoi  ites,  , under-servers- 
and  hai'd-hcartcd,  piiver’.y  stone-eaters 
-intl  ho'ardcrs  cfwhl'.c  and  yellow  earth 
tt'ho  will  hang  about  aiid  haunt  the 
places  of  public  sales  like  gaunt,  greedy 
wolves  and  voracious  vijturcs  did  the 
fields  of  Phars'.ilia  after  tnc  carnage  of 
the  conillciing  armies  of  Ccasar  and 
Pompey.  Paper,  intrinsically  not  as 
good  as  a Scot’s  ballad,  zmd  no  l.cttei 
than  playing  cards,  will  purchase  up  so- 
lid property  and  real  estates,  to  the  do 
xtriictioh  of  the  debtor  and  loss  of  the 
recitor. 

It  is  on  the  broad  bzsisof  equity,  jus- 
tice and  propriety  that  I advocate  the 
property  law.  1 have,  proven  that  such 
a law  is  politically,'  morally,  equitably 
and  legally  right,  and  would  not  run  foul 
of  the  rigging  of  our  constitution, 

Fellow-tiiifiens,  I have  no  doubt  in 
my  mind,  that  there  is  a plot  and  a con- 
spiracy on  foot  by  some  of  our  choice 
ipirits  of  the  Union  against  the  pros- 
, criiy  and  liberty  of  the  commonalty, 
and  as  a pre-requisite  thereto,  a schenu  | 
s efioat  fora  monopoly  efthe  wealth  off 
the  Union  by  a a-'d  ffiat  th^ro  arc 


various  ramifications  of  the  plot.  .And 
banking  is,  no  doubt,  ne  of  the  many, 
to  make  fictitious  money  at  pleasure  for 
the  temporary  use  and  cggrandizcment 
of  the  few,  to  the  destruction  andab  se- 
ment  of  tiie  many. — This  is  my  opin- 
ion. 

The  approaching  cituation  of  our 
country  (I  speak  now  of  the  whole  U- 
iiiied  States,)  istruly  alarming  ; and  I 
have  sounded  the  tocsin  of  alarm  ! I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  do  so.  Ifit  is  dis- 
regarded it  will  only  be  a proof  cf  the 
stupor  which  pervades  our  community 
on  the  brink  of  both  physical  and  politi- 
cal ruin — and  it  is  the  latter  which  I the 
more  seriously  dread.  For  when  the 
wealth,  and  consequently  the  learmug 
and  polish,  of  a country  are  with  iho 
few,  and  poverty  and  consequent  igno- 
rance and  degradation  with  the  many, 
the  sun  of  liberty  is  set ! I 

1 have  herein  most  faithfully  warned 
you  ofimpending  danger  and  even  per- 
sonal and  political  destruction  ; and  I 
have  pointed  out  to  you  the  ark  ol  safe- 
ty. Nothing  now  remains  fur  you  to  do 
but  to  adopt  a little  decision,  energy  and 
determination — to  vote  for  no  candidate 
for  our  ensuing  Icgisiaturc  who  will  not 
unequivocally  dealare  himself  an  advo- 
cate for  the  property  law. 

Some  talk  of  a Loan  Office  as  a rem- 
edy lor  the  times.  I do  not  relish  tiic 
plan.  It  is  to  me  like  esetpiuf  Scilly 
to  run  foul  of  Charybdis  It  is  only  an- 
other name  for  banking,  alias  swindling. 
It  is  the  same  species  of  engine  to  play 
oft'  ill  favor  of  the  few  chosen,  against  the 
many  ; Avhoarc  noticed  by  the  favored 
minority  in  no  other  Avay  but  as  trolvea 
do  sheep,  for  the  purpose  of  eating 
Uicni.  After  the  many  tricks  that  have 
been  recently  played  off  on  us,  such  a 
one  as  a loan  office  should  not  go  down 
with  an  enlightened  people.  It  is  time 
to  become  Aviso  from  the  CEperience  avc 
have  I’.ad, 

Our  numerous  citizen  debtors  arc 
from  various  quarters  and  numerous 
causes,  threatened  Avith  ruinj  and  our 
liberties  (from  the  hints  Avhich  I have 
given,)  arc  secretly  hunted  after  by  de- 
signing intriguers,  scattered  all  over  our 
continent,  for  the  purposes  of  levelling 
aud  leavening  the  whole  lump  to  their 
secret  views.  (_!  here  allude  to  our  aris- 
tocrats.'] >■ 

Nonli  .America ia  now  arrived  at  the 
mest  important  ova  of  her  history  (ex- 
cept the  revolutionary  war,)  since  the 
discb'r'cfy  of  this  continent  by  Colum- 
bus. A great  portion  of  the  Uiiitfcd 
State:  is  renvAe  from  trade,  and  no  de- 
mand for  produce  of  any  kind,  and  the 
citizens  greatly  in  debt,  and  no  money 
i 1 circulation,  and  none  Like  to  be  in  any 
short  time,  and  the  country  iafeHed  with 
iiiiscis,  bai’keis  and  swindlers,  to  take 
.'idvani.ageofthc  times,  to  get  all  the 
, property  of  the  comir.snalty  and  the 
! higher  orders,  avIio  are  in  debt,  into 
their  hands,  for  a mcr#  trifle  ofguld  and 
silver,  r.r  ide/1,  idle,  visionary  money, 
bank  bills.  A.id  cr.r  aristocratic  con. 
federates  (veiy  improperly  called /erfer. 
oHe.'*,)  g.aiiung  ground — and  trick  and 
chiear.'a  appear  to  be  the  w’atch-.Avoid 
and  couuteiiign — and  (almost  out  of 
breath  .with  that  connective,)  nothing 
'out  the  good  sense  and  exertion  of  the 
people  can  bring  AjrJ  out  of  s'jch  a iriotly 
scene  of  distressing  things. 

AA^c  have  implicitly  confided  irt  thet 
wisdom  and  integrity  of  our  representar 
lives  long  enough.  Let  us  take  our  af- 
fairs a little  more  in  our  own  handt  at 
thi-avery  important  crisis,  by  refusing 
to  vole  for  any  candidate  for  representa-' 
live  atilie  ensuing  election  but  for  him 
w ho  openly  decl'arcs  that  he  is  an  advo» 
cate  for  the  properly  law.

dangered vessel,  and  whilst  they  arc  a- 
muacd  Avith  the  tub  (as  they  call  it,)  the 
ship  shoots  ahead  and  gets  clear  of  the 
voracious  monsters.

AppiJoaclving  Election. 

Brief  RevlfM  of  Gen.  .ridair’s  Defence. 

A defence  of  General  Adair,  written 
by  himseif  has  been  tisliered  to  the  pub- 
lic. As  was  expected  it  is  we  , It  and  un- 
satisfactory. lie  places  his  own  word 
against  the  declaratious  of  numerous  wit- 
nesses, and  espectsthe  people  to  believe 
his  interested  explanations,  in  prefer- 
ence to  their  disinterested  statements.

No;  he  speaksof  Adair  as  if  he 
already  knew  him  to  be  right.  The  gen 
also  asks,  “ and  f.as  not  Jirutus  in  his 
publication  used  name's  without  being 
authoiised?”  Yes;  and  tlie  scntimeiils 
of  tiie  men  whose  names  he  used  were 
■well  known  to  him,  as  well  doubtless  as 
Adairfc  were  known  to  Burr,  if  Burr 
was  no  more  mistaken  than  he  has  been, 
•uiae  to  yidair’s  innocence.  This  was  ap 
u.afo;  tur.fite  coMpr.irson  for  the  general.

he  was  to  Sparc  to  Adair  a bill  or  port 
notes  to  satisfy,  in  consideration  of  his 
going  to  New  Orleans  and  getting  up 
these  notes  irom  Livingston?  Tliat  sucli 
a messenger  was  sent  is  a fact ; that  he 
overtook  Adair  in  Nashville  and  had

The 
object  was  too  insignifirant  and  the  cir- 
cumstances too  improbable,  for  reasona- 
ble men  lo  believe  tl.at  General  Adair 
went  all  the  way  to  N.  Orleans  juet  to;
